nics were suppoisd to tbrira beat, and when 
tboy wore allowed to arrange their own local 
aOaira aecordiog to thair looal fashion and 
opinion, they in general prospered and in- 
creased in wealth and importance with ra- 
pidily. Now, howoTor, much more diplo- 
luncy is rinpiirad of tho head of tlio Colonial 
office, and unless tha ofEcials of tlio Ho.ne 
gOTorninent who hara to deal with eoloniits, 
display aome skill and talent in that goyern- 
ing arl, in tbe present day there ia great 
danger of their getting into trouble ia their 
relations with all tha colonics with which 
they are called upon to interfere in any way. 
Consultation and oonccasion aro more necea~ 
aary and officacioua now, in tha intsrcourse 
between England and her dependsnoiea, than 
the tone of obnmand and dictation which 
was adopted in tho beginning af tho preaent 
conlury. The Duke of Newcastle is one of 
the more modern sobool of statesmen, and it 
has probably bean aa well for ua tbiit ws 
hare baan under bis regime than that of Earl 
Gray, who wee always acoaslomod to treat 
coloniata ca "aDlaarned parsons, pardonably, 
but still pitiably ignorant of tbe Tary 
first principles of legislation and imperial 
rule." Fortunately tbero ia no fear ol going 
buck to the old ayatem. Of the throe wbe 
ara spokea of aa likely ta succeed to tbe 
Tacancy, if it ocean, Lord Waodboose is un> 
quadtionably the man who will be moat 
readily welcomed by all Coloniata ; bo has 
shown himself skilful in diplomacy, and ii not 
unskilled in admiuistration so far as bo has 
been tried, ho is of a more enlighlened and 
truly liberal character than Mr. Caidwcll or 
Lord Stanley of Alderley, either of whom 
might give dissatisfaotion to colonists, al- 
though aa practical officials and ministers not 
nnakiiled in administration they may be 
aupeiior, ao far as experience goes, and in 
talent, pertiapa, equal to tho noblemen now 
engaged in arranging a moat important 
nagotiation in Denmark. 

Tbe politiual relations between France and 
England seem to continue as they weru at 
the commencement of tho year I860, ot su'^h 
a nature as prevent the innovating policy of 
Louis Nipoleou from going too far, and fur 
a loug lime it seem to tend towards the 
preserration of paaca. Fiance has been in 
oesaanily striting to persnade, excite, or force 
Kagland into moving and meddling in 
European ollaira, wbilat the entire slalesinan- 
ihip of our own country has been e;c|juml«d on 
preVBUting uaelesa inoliou, remaining ijasnive 
and neutral, and in maintaining tbo existing 
bulanoe uf power, ea far as it wus cunaisttnt 
witti the peace of Europo. The preaent 
European question, which seems to menace 
Ibo peace ol liurnpn, and which has 
already uusetlled the whole oontinonl, will 
probably ero long draw out Louia Napo- 
leon iu hit true character, although 
at picaeut Franca eeens to be rery passive 
and moderate. In tbe internal and dumo^ii 
policy of France, tho last flvo years hnv 
worked a vaal change ; there ia a semblanc 
of Ireodom ol diacussiou in tho Fienc 
Legialuluro, which rtminds onu of the days uf 
Louia Philippe, and it la somewhat amusing 
and iotoresting to read the speech of the 
vetatan Orleaoiat leader attacking the Em- 
peror's gOToramant on their ootorioualy weak 
point of Gnance, and gaining ao signal a rio- 
tory ia oratory, for nono of tho members of 
the gOTornmeut could reply to M. 'I'hier.s, 
who made bis firal apoech, alter bis euluiceil 
■lleDce, which has lasted tiiiee tho downfall 
of the monarchy. As a laarier of an opposi- 
tion, which bids fair to eioreiao some influ- 
ence upon the debutes in the French parlia- 
liiBUt, although upon tbo occaniou to which 
we retor they could not muster more than 
fourteen votes, tbe reappuurancc of one 
who has placed so important apart In French 
politics as M. Thiers can hardly he regarded 
otherwise than as a sign of tbe limes, anil of 
a chaugo in tb« feeling of the French ptople 
fs regards their present tyatem of gurern- 
mant

W. A. G. Young, Eeri., Colonial .Socrclnry, 
bogged lo propose "Tho Commercial, Mining, 
and Agricultural Interests of tha Colony." — 
He was sorry that this toast waa placed so 
low on the list — this, one of the most im- 
portant toasts of the whole evaaing. Although 
we had some croakers among us, we still had 
reason to feel that our progress was most sa- 
tisfactory; our commerce was in d most flour- 
ishing slate; our mines ware so promising that 
sharea of one of our eompanies were bought 
in San Franoisoo, in profaronoe to Washoe, 
(applause.) Ao lo Iho agricultural intetcsia, 
he was sorrjr bo could not say maoh yet, but 
aa soon as we bad roads ibrongh the oolony, 
onr farmers would find an ample market in 
Victoria for all thoy could produce. Tho lion, 
gentleman cloaad with a hearty Iribulo to our 
foreign residents, who had avrr been ready to 
join in all enterprises to develop the country. 

Mr. J. D. Walkor responded, and allitded 
lo tho commercial progress this colony had 
mailo by the wi.io pnlicy pursued by lli.s Hi- 
ccllcncy the Governor. He referred lo the be- 
nelils of the freo port system, and llial taking 
.San Francisco as a stand point, Victoria 
would soon have coasod to exist, bad it not 
been for hor freo port. Mr. Walker adverted 
brii lly to the eoinniercial pos'lionof the oo 
loiiy, and oorcladad by saying lliat aa he had 
only a third of tho toast to answer for, he 
would leave the real in the hands oftho gen- 
tlemen who were io follow.

The npplicatioii 
for another trial was reliL-^cd, ami Ihi! finding 
of tho jury on the original iriiil — That tho 
lilting out of the Ale.\andra was nol a viola- 
tion of the Foreign Enlialmont Aol,and that 
the vassel wan illegally detained, is allowed 
lo eland. This result having given the right 
of appeal, llio Altomey-General inlimatod 
hia intention ef iinniodialely tskirg proceed- 
iugs in that direction.

In a recant debate a 
greater amount of liberty than Froiichmon 
uujoy was claimed by thcMO nelivc spirits, 
and the niiiiisterialistfl, nlllioiigli tboy are 
Strong enough tn defeat any riioiimi inlonded 
to hamper and iropeda tlie government, made 
but a sorry attarapt l» dofeai tho plana and 
argumonla put forward.

Orlcnnfi period isso tnarked that there ia no 
inistulfin^ the moaning. That Louis Napo'< 
lean ia in a cleft slick and knows hiniiielf to 
be ao, ia the general imptcsaion hero as in 
Franco, where freedom of opinion ia at last 
beginning lo try to make itself beard. In 
ths midst, honeTcr, of all this entanglement, 
whieh would diahcarlar, many a man ol 
more impetuous temperament than thai 
which LoHia Napoleon po.isesses, he goes 
about in public almoil unamended, and 
shews no symptom of fear, although if the 
French police arc to bo behoved ha has had 
anulhcr narrow escape Irom aiaassinntion. 
Four Italian] wore tracked lo Paris by the 
police, nfier a telegraphic communication 
had been transmitted t« Lapsar whence they 
were preparing to start, to the ofiect thai 
tliov might be peroiiltsd lo leave.

Napoleon. Nol only were bom ba, of a new 
oonatrnctioo, fuaod in tha prisoner's apart- 
menta, but several air-canes nnd poniards, 
acoming to hare been poisoned, were also 
di^-oovored. Upon the supposed conapirator, 
a Chief Greco, n c uher is reported lo have 
been found in Ihe loaorsfrorn Nliizxini, as also 
a portrait of ih.il voliement Rod Itepuhlican 
Greco, which disolosod the whoU plot alonce 
and aoeo'da .Mnnziiii ns having been tho in- 
stigator of tho proposed murder, nnd of hav- 
ing supplied him and hia assooialea with 
funds lo carry it out. Great indignation has 
naturally enough been expressed againal 
Mazzini in this country, and several of tha 
moriiirig papsrs have gone so far as to insist 
upon hia either being sent away from Eng- 
land or brought lo trial, a.i Barnard was, for 
conspiracy. This hn.5 moved Mazxini to deny 
all kiioivludgo or complicity in the plot. ( I 
forward hia letter — Published in yostorday's 
issue — Kd, Ooi„) Tlioro tho matter rests for 
tlio moinont, but it cannot do so long, inas- 
much as unless M«z;<ini can bring elrsng 
evi 'once to confirm his assertious, Ids mora 
ijisi tlixiC will not go for much. I'robsbly 
very little more will be heard of lha ollair 
b3fore the four miscraunts ba brought lo trial.

Tho steamer Guidon City left Panaaa on 
the I.'ith lor San Francisco. 

The Nijw York Times says the steamor 
Fulton, from Pori Koyul, Wednesday last, 
brought information of sad reverses - to our 
I'lorida expedition, Wa ara nnabis to give 
luiaila it says, becaiiae after the Fulton went 
out into the bay alio was boarded by the 
Provost Marshal with orders from Gon. Gil- 
mora to deprive passengers of all private 
letters in their possedsiun. From paasongers 
hy tha Fulton WO are indebted for tha follow- 
ing main facta of the battle on the aflerneon 
of the 'i lib. Our troops, undar Soymour, 
met llio enemy I;'i|OU0 strong, fifteen miles 
beyond ilasksonvillu, and eight miles beyond 
Sandt'rson, on the line ol tho Jucksonvillo 
nnd Tallahassee Uailroad. Tho battle wa.'i 
de?[mralcly fought during throe hours, nnd at 
sunset nur forces, overpowered by uumbcrs, 
retired tn .S'andorsoii, taking wilh them tho 
grsnler part of Iheir wounded. Col. Friboy, 
of tha Lighlii United Slates, was left dead 
on the field. Col. Itced,n Hangarian olficar, 
was mortally wounded. All tho oflicera of 
Hamilton's baltery wore wounded. The 
Coamopolituu arrived at Uonufort on Monday 
evening, wilh 210 wounded, Col Reed being 
among them, who waa living when tho Fulton 
left on Weilneaday. Th* enemy's loss ia not 
known. Tliuy captured live guns. It is sup- 
[lo.'cd that the troops wero frona Bragj'a 
I lu iiiy. Uoneral lUrJeo liimaa'f was on the 
field, having come to Florida on a visit lo 
his family. Onr loss ia variou.aly estimated 
at from .^00 to K'OO. 

Tho JIcKild's correspondencB, dated off 
Mobile, to the Ibth, says the Uartfort, with 
Furragut and six morlar echoonera are with 
the llei.'t, and it in rumored they will engage 
Fort (iaiiiea to-day. Da^orters stalo ihat 
Uvonly thoii'iaiid Iroopa aro in and around 
.Mobile. Two iron-oUds, the Tanncsseo aud 
iVii.slivillu aro in the harbor. Tho former 
luounls ton guns. Forty-liva of the ring- 
h aders in the recent mutiny at Fort Morgan 
aro under sentence of death. If oxecuted, 
lha feeling of horror among tho people will 
aerioualy injure ths rebel eauao iu .Mobile.
